this secret military school ( 67 ) in 1941 

snmmmv Military camp with only two barracks* 
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[the area i n passing on the Shehel3n^o*HytiShcM 
(H 55-5^, E 37-46) train ~ 

was entirely surrounded by woods and had its own rail spur with a 
railway motor coach that connected with the Shchelkovo-ltrti shchl 
line at the Sokoloskaya station ( 69 )* The forces stationed at the 
school wore the ordinary uniform of the ground forces* Ho trucks 
of special interest had ever been seen entering the school and the 
location of the access road was not known ] 

Aviation Institute and Airfield 

A school called the pilot training institute was located approximately 
six kilometers from the city square and served, apparently, for ad- 
vanced pilot training* The airfield (49) measured 2 x3 kilometers 
in area, and was completely surrounded by a two- and- a-half- meter high 
wooden fence and a heavy wire entanglement* Badar and observation 
towers (66) were located act the far end of the field, and in one 
corner (43)> the offices* There were an undetermined number of 
landing strips which were well -maintained and well-laid out* The 
airfield was exclusively military with no civilian traffic ever 
having been observed The numerous arrivals and depart- 

ures were, for the most part, heavy bombers and Jet aircraft* It 
was said in the city that all new types of aircraft were Immediately 
sent to this field* This base supplied the aircraft for military 
parades* Luring WWII the airfield was under the command of one of 
Stalin's sons. At least 300 soldiers were stationed at this 
aviation institute* 

Parachute Troops School and Airfield 

In addition to the abovementloned airfield there was another airfield 
(l) in a clearing north of the city. This served as a secret / 

tr aining school for parachute troops « Practice was conducted daily - 
in all kinds of weather, using aircraft based at the airfield (49 )• 
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Radio Tube Plant 

5* A radio receiving tube plant (2) was located same seven kilometers 
from the city* I I this plant must have manufactured 

other articles “because of its location in a secret zone in the midst 
of a wooded area* A well-constructed, well-maintained, asphalted 
highway served this installation* Some 300 meters beyond the plant 
the highway entered the woods for no reason that was apparent* No 
trucks of special interest or cars carrying military personnel 
were even seen on this road in suite of the consider able amount 
of traffic 

Military Engineers Barracks 

6* Approximately 300 soldiers from the engineers corps were quartered 
in three barracks (3) on this site* These men were engaged in 
building construction* Among the buildings they had constructed 
was a theater (23).
